Chicago, Jan. 5 —In many parts of 
the northw est the recent blizzard was 
the worst in years. 
In some localities 
it was the worst ever known for drift­ 
ing snow, but it was not so blinding 
or so cold as the grea.t blizzard of 1S88. 
No loss of life is reported, although 
fears are expressed for the safety of 
settlers in exposed localities who may 
run short of provisions and fuel. Much 
stock has been destroyed. 
Telegraph, 
telephone and electric light wires are 
down. 
Railroad traffic in some parts 
of the northwest is at a standstill. 
In northern and central Illionis a 
snowstorm is raging, but it is not se­ 
vere enough 
to cause 
m ore than a 
slight interruption to travel. The riv­ 
er towns, however, report a trem end­ 
ous rise in the rivers and much dam­ 
age from high water. 
South Dakota was in bad shape Sun­ 
day night, the storm having brought 
uearly everything to a standstill. Tele­ 
gram s from various 
points indicate 
fifteen inches of snow, with drifts fif­ 
teen feet high in railroad cuts. 
The 
tem perature was below zero and the 
wind was blowing sixty miles an hour 
from the north. 
Only one train was 
moved in the whole state during the 
day. 
The convening of the legislature 
at Pierre will have to be postponed, 
as fully eighty of the 126 members are 
snowbound and cannot reach the cap­ 
ital for several days. 
In N orth Dakota 
the situation is 
uearly as bad. 
No trains are running 
in the Red River Valley.

Here in Tokio alone we have twenty- 
three dailies, with an annual circula­ 
tion of 134,804,729, and fifty-six maga­ 
zines, issuing 4,865,999 copies yearly. 
The chief dailies are the Nichi Shim- 
bun, I. e., the Daily News, which ought 
to interest you specially,” he added 
with a smile, “and the Jiji Shimpo, 
which is edited by Fukuzawa, one of 
the finest men in Japan to-day.

also keeps a large school, in which 
have been educated many of our lead­ 
ing statesmen. These two papers have 
a daily circulation of 40,000 each and 
are very influential.
